Los Angeles, Jan. 14 —(If)— 
A 


nine-story plunge from a Wilshire 
aoulevard building took the life of 
Thomas Stewart Lee, multimillion- 
aire head of a California radio, 
automobile and television empire. 


The 43- year-old Lee, mentally 
harassed, stepped off a 12-th-floor 
fire escape. His body was found 
minutes later on the third floor 
roof of the Wiltern theater build- 
ing. 


He had been flown here from 
Palm Springs in his private plane 
for a dental appointment. 


Lee was nominal head of 
the 


Thomas S. Lee Enterprises, 
in- 
cluding the Don Lee broadcasting 
system,founded by his father, the 
late Don Lee, the automobile dis- 
tributing agency bearing 
his 
fa- 
ther's name, and television station 
KTSL, which the younger Lee him- 
self pioneered and built. 


An only son and a bachelor, Lee 


was the heir of a $9,430,213 estate. 
But he was declared mentally in- 
competent in 1948 and guardians 
were appointed for the estate. He 
had been under frequent treatment 
in sanitariums. 


Lee was left at the building by 


his nurse, 
Jeanne 
Shiffler, 
and 
Pilot Bob Hanley, less than 15 min- 
utes before his body was found by 
detectives. Investigators 
reported 


that Lee had not gone to the office 
of the dentist, Dr. E. J. Thee, but 
apparently headed directly for the 
fire escape. 


Acheson Gives 
'Smooth7 Talk 
on Far East

Washington, Jan. 14 — (fP)— Sec- 


retary of State Acheson talked this 
week at a luncheson in the Nation- 
al Press club. 


This was as "smooth a perform- 


ance as has ever been witnessed 
at the National Press club," the 
Washington Post said a few hours 
later. 


It was also very somber in its 


implications although 
this 
may 
have been lost sight of in the at- 
tention which was given 
to one 


part of his talk. 


This was when he said the Rus- 
sians are grabbing off 
parts 
of 


China and that one day the Chi- 
nese people, getting wise to what 
has happened, will be furious at 
Russia. 


And he repeated what President 


Truman 
month:

That this government isn't going 


to bail out C h i a n g 
Kai-shek's 


ruined regime in Formosa where 
he's taken his last standing against 
the Communists 
who've 
overrun 


the rest of China. 


The next question in the minds of 


congressmen and others is: 


Where, then, will the U. S. take 
a firm stand in Asia and tell the 
Communists: Beyond 
you can't pass? 
this 
point 


For them, A.cheson had no sin- 


gle or reassuring answer. He did 
say this country will stand fast in 
Japan and the Philippines. But tor 
.he mainland of Asia, what he said 
n effect was this: 
The U. S. will have to call its 


shots as it sees them. So no one 
can predict now svhat the U. S. 
will do in any given situation. 


Why not? 
Because, Acheson said, the U. S 


can be effective in any country 
threatened 
by 
communism 
only 


The people in that country wanl 


to resist communism, 
have 
the 


will to resist, and have loyalty to 
the government which the Com- 
munists wish to overthrow.

They are generally of a standard 
length and guage and he raises 
them on flals because, olhcrvyisc, 
they would just crawl flown into 
the' ground and all the chickens in 
the township would be over at his 
place, squinting down little holes 
and kicking dirt all over.
